The Bulls aud Bears of IFall Street. 

The telegraphic intolligenoo whiob 
We publish this morniug gives an ao- 
count of operations in the New York 
gold murket to which history famishes 
no parallel. The Bulls and Bears which 
in olden timos fought at Eplio^us, and 
in more modern timos ot Madrid, woro 
tamo and harmloss animals comparod 
with tboee of the present day which 
fight it out in the gold^roora of Wull- 
Btroot. It Booms scarcely credible 
that in two short days transactions 
amounting] to probably $700,000,000 
should have taken place, and that the 
" Bulls" should have pocketed upwards 
of §11,000,000 by tho operation ; and 
it is equally astounding that during 
those two terrible days tho prico ol 
gold should havo shot up lrom 147} 
to 162i, and down again to 134. The 
figures and tbo facts fairly take one's 
breath away. In order that tho geno« 
ral reudor may tho moro readily un- 
derstand the nature of these transac- 
tions we may be perrnittod to offer u 
few remarks, Tbe " Bulls" and "Bears" 
of Wail-atreet, it will scarcely be ne- 
cessary to remark, are the men en- 
gagod in speculating in gold. Nor do 
those rather uncouth appelativcs indis 
cato two distinct classes or proloHsions. 
The Bulls of to-day miiy be the Bears 
of to-morrow, and vice versa. To illus- 
trate : A. and B. bargain for the doli very 
of a large amount of gold in ten days 
at 135. C. and D. become aware ol 
this. Moreovor, their knowledge of the 
market enables thorn to es'imnto with 
approximate exactness the amount of 
gold likely to bo availablo on that 
day, while the moans at their disposal 
enables tbom moro or lets successfully 
to control the market so os to run the 
price up as high as possible nnd com- 
pel A. and B. to purchase from them 
at tho advanced raie», in o-der to ful- 
fill their contruci. Thus lor tho oc- 
casion C and D uro Bulls, their olject 
being to "bull up," as it is termed, 
tlio price of gold, while A and B uru 
Bears, endeavouring, as it were, to 
"bear dowo'- tho murket, in ordor to 
buy as cheaply as possible die quantity 
of gold necessary to fill their engage- 
ments. In the particular instance nar- 
rated in our telegraphic dispatch the 
transactions of the Beurs would appear to 
have been uncommonly heavy, and the 
game of 'ho Bulls uncommonly suc- 
cessful. The gold market is seldom 
disturbed to the extent of'28J per cent 
in the space of two days, nor is it 
often that transactions in gold under 
such unfavorable conditions touch so 
large a figure as seven hundred mil- 
lions. It must, indeed, huvo bom an 
exciting sceno that was witnessed in 
vVall street, ou Friday, equally exciting, 
■we should imagine, with the Ball and 
Bear fights of other times and other 
lands. Tho telegraph is silent as to 
whether or not the King Bear of Oanuda 
participated in tho operations i f Friday. 
But it will bo observed the dispatch 
alludes to commercial disaster entirely 
outside of tho "King." "How is this ?" 
the reader' may possibly ask. It must 
bo obvious that the results of such stu- 
penduous operations as those dosc ibed, 
although more largely and directly al- 
fectiog tho immediate manipulators, 
cannot possibly ho confined within the 
cirolo ot the Bulls and tho Boars. If 
tho price of gold is run up 28i fier cunt, 
in tho cour^o of as may hours the com- 
mercial fabric of tho country must, be 
moro or less touched. Tho particular 
firms with whom A and B com racted 
at 135 were, for the time at least, free 
from those di turbing influences ; but 
it will readily be perceived that, itli 
firms other than A and B, having en- 
gagements falling duo within the limit 
of those forty-eight hours, which ren- 
dered it necessary for them to oriter the 
gold market, would he more or less at the 
mercy ol the Bulls. In such instances 
it is easy to see lliut commercial panic 
and possible commercial ruin may 'jo 
cla*sed amongst 'ho consequence Ol the 
Bull und Jear flglus ol modern Athens. 
It is not our prese nt |>ur| o-e to deal 
with a national linancial condition whicu 
has rendered possible such phenomena.

London, Sept. 51 — Tho Popo has sent n 
communication to Cardinal Manning in refer- 
ence to the proposal of Dr. Cumming to appear 
at tbo jEcumenial Council. The Pope refers 
to the terms of the letter of invitation address- 
ed to the Protestants and says he will find it 
an invitation not for discussion but only to 
profit by an opportunity to return ;ho Church. 
He says tbero is no room at the Council for a 
defense of errors which have already been 
condemned, The Timet commenting on tho 
letter says the decision of Rome on Dr. Cum- 
mings' letter is pronounced with unexpected 
promtitude. The Pope must havo acquainted 
himself with the purport of Dr. Oummings' 
Iettor through tho newspapers and replied be- 
fore its receipt. Dr. Oummings is to be con- 
gratulated on the authoritative reply elicited. 
Tbo Popo speaks plainly and if tho Dr. had 
considered tho claims of the Church he would 
have sron that tbero could bo no room for him 
ia tbe Council.

CONFISCATION OF Till FlDELlTBtt. — The rj.W 

Russian-American For Co'e. stoanier Fidliter 
has boon confiscated to tho United Stales Gor- 
ernmont for reasons sat forth as follows in tho 
Portland Oregonian : " Tho Court found that 
tha Fidliter was a Britiah built vessel, wr.cked 
near Victoria Bometimo prior to lSGGj that in 
that condition sho was purchased by William 
Kohl, an American citizon, Tf ho caused her to 
be rendered at Victoria in the name of John 
Dutnoll; that afterwards, in June 1867, said 
Kohl, professedly as the agent of said Dutnell, 
but in fact lor himself, made a sbtim sale of 
Baid vessel to tho claimant, Joseph Lugebil, a 
Russian inhabitant and officer of Alaska, for 
tho purposo of making her an American tsb- 
Bel under tha Treaty of purchase with Russia, 
and in fraud thereof. That on October 28th, 
1869, said Kohl, for the purpose ot procuring 
an American Register for tha Fidiller, before 
Dodge, American Collector of Alaska, affirmed 
that Lugebil was 'the true and only owner cf 
tho Fidliter,' which affirmation the Court 
found to bo false, and that said registor was 
fraudulently and knowingly obtained and used 
for tro Fidliter in violation and fraud of said 
Treaty aud tho laws of tha United States. In 
the opinion weight was given to tho fact that 
the claimant Lugebil bad not only withheld 
bis own testimony as to thn facts, but that be 
bad kept out of the knowledge of the officers 
of the Government so as ta prevent thelibeli 
lants taking hia testimony, and also that tho 
claimant bad not only failed to produce the 
testimony of John Dutnell through whom 
he claimed, but that Kohl his agent, and the 
real owner, had kept Dutnoll couoealed in and 
around Victoria so as to prevent the United 
States from obtaining hit testimony. Tht 
veBsel having been giren to the claimant on 
bond, a decree was entered against the suro- 
ties on the bond for the appraised raluo of ihe 
Teasel, $30,000."

My paren'B 
sent me to a grammar school, wis' inn uie to 
become a candidate lor the ministry iu the 
Established Churoh. But my eyes wore 
soon opened to 'he falsehood of the creed I 
expected some day to teach, and my dislike 
was increased to disgust when I perceived 
that many ol those profe.'siug to believe it 
were liars heart. I reluaed to pursue a 
career wbioh had become so hateful to me, 
and resisted all attempts ot ray parents to 
lorce we to persevere Eventually I saw 
myself led by thotn to my own devices, and 
began to study art — the dramatic art, I 
mean. I wished to become on ootor and to 
preach to the public in my own way ; but 
ibe religious mendaci y lampaot around me 
gave me no rest. Some I eair atteiirig deli- 
berate notruth9, while others, knowing them 
10 be such, listened with contemptuous in- 
difference. Gradually 1 laugh! my»eil that 
some striking deed was irHispeoiatile to 
touee the public mind from its apathy an.; 
cbaoo away the mists of superstition. I 
therefore determined to ueiz-j the fiiai oppor • 
touity that offered lor shooting a clergyman 
while in tho act of uttering bis accursed 
perjuries.

Fowls.— An Old Man's Eipibibnos. — I 

plowed up my poultj-yard and kept it mel- 
low. The fowls took great delight in balping 
me, for thoy scratched and dug for worms 
und inseots moat assiduously. I fed them on 
doa!;h made of wheat-bran, forao oornmeal 
) and greenp, mustard and hone-weeds-, cooked 
together. Tbe fowl* throve under that kind 
of treatment. The next year I plowed up 
the yard and sowed a patch of oats in it very 
thick. Tbe chickens got a good deal of it 
before it onmo up, but eomo grew ; and 1 
thought it did much good by affording a place 
for i i*-ec b to collect. Tho fowls, especially 
the youg chicks, would go about iu tbe oats 
nud seem to be very busily engaged catching 
Hies, bugs, &o. My neighbors laughed nt me 
lor raising oats in my poulty-yard, but I bad 
a good ' crop ' of chicbeDS arid do sickness 
among them, I kept no account o( the es- 
pouse of cultivating my pulch, and followed 
the tame plan several years until I sold my 
farm. I have been In poultry yarda where 
the fowls were ro crowded that Ihe weeds 
and grasa would not grow much, but tho 
ground was foul and et'ink. Tho beet way 1 
know of to clean suoh yards is to turn over 
tho ground with tho spade or plrugb. 
My mighbors laogh at me when I tell them 
to cul ivate their poultry yards, but I notice 
that those who allow their pou Itry ibe run of 
plowed fields, have the healthiest fowls. 

Hogs require olean and comfortable quar- 
ters in n well built und water-proof sty, with 
sleeping apartments out off from the feeding 
place. The trough should be ol Btrong oak 
boards, a portion partitioned ofl for Irenh 
water. In the tleeping apartment a little rye 
straw should be thrown and exchanged for 
clean from time to time. Wbeo fattening, 
hogs should not have at) excoes ol water, bui 
just enough to flako their thirst. Being om- 
nivorous, bogs devour almost everything tbat 
is given them to eat, and alien disgusting 
and improper load is given thorn. Almost 
any place is thought good enough for a pig, 
no mutter how damp, dark and hTby it may 
be. This is a grave error, as from suoh Dltby 
dona come diseases of the ski ), ewolling of 
the joinid, dullness, lots of appeiito, and the 
intestines inltsted with worms und para- 
sites. 

The New York Tribune, in view of iho bung- 
ling manner in which the doath penalty is in- 
flicted, proposes the endowment of a National 
University for Hangmen, where they shall be 
fully instructed in their art. In France they 
execute criminal." by machinery and bat little 
is left 10 tho operator bot to pull out a peg. 
In Cuba a turn of a screw docs tho business 
iu the garrole. In Turkey they strangle their 
prisoners with a cord or bow-string. In some 
Biibtern countries they lot the criminal him- 
self execute his own sentence. Tho judgment 
of the Court is a sort of notico to quit this 
life, und the culprit complies on or bol'oro tbo 
prescribed time. Thus executions are made 
private and decont. Strangely enough, this is 
looked upon in Europe and America us a great 
offence to public justice. "Cheating tbo gal- 
lows," it is called hero when a man anticipates 
public execution, and dies by his own hand. 
Yet, iiB the Tribune is much occupied just now 
with such questions, it were well for it to con- 
sider whether what is known in Japan as "the 
happy dispatch " is not bolter than a public 
execution, conducted even by a graduate of a 
hangman's university.
